The extent of this glamour has 
been comprehensively covered in 
the general press. Herein is de- 
scribed a less-publicized aspect of 
this subject: dentistry. 

For two decades now, Doctor 
Scott A. Christensen, a graduate 
of the University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, has practiced dentistry in 
the midst of all this glamour. 

In one sense, his practice re- 
sembles yours and mine. It con- 
sists of Doctor Christensen, an 
associate, and auxiliary help, all 
practicing general dentistry. It is 
located in the community known as 
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the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studios 
(Culver City, California). The pa- 
tients are employees of MGM and 
it is felt that many man-hours are 
saved by this availability. 

In another sense, this practice 
is vastly different. It is continually 
called upon to lend aid and succor 
to filmland “greats” on an emer- 
gency basis, as well as solving 
problems posed by the make-up 
department. 

On one occasion a matinee idol, 
surrounded by hundreds of ac- 
tors, musicians, dancers, directors, 
make-up personnel, electricians and 
property men, broke a porcelain 
jacket crown on an upper central 
incisor. With a fortune in guar- 
anteed wages at stake, Doctor 
Christensen was called in and pro-

vided quick, temporary, and suc- 
cessful prosthesis. In a half hour 
the cameras were grinding again. 

On another occasion when a pic- 
ture was being shot at night. Doc- 
tor Christensen was on call for an 
extended period to meet any even- 
tuality. The problem was this: 
The film was MEET ME IN St. 
Louis. As is often the case, sev- 
eral scenes from the end of the 
picture were filmed first to fit a 
prepared schedule. At this point, 
the child star, Margaret O’Brien, 


began to exfoliate her upper decid 
uous incisors. So as to main- 
tain the proper sequence (dentall, 
speaking) in the finished film, a 
series of appliances were made and 
remade for the remainder of the 
shooting schedule with the dentist 
ever on call (Figure 1). 

In one scene (a bonfire on Hal- 
loween) Margaret O’Brien was 
supposed to deliver her lines read- 
ing, “I’m the bravest of them all.” 
Instead she blurted out, under- 


standably, “I’ve just lost my teeth.”

Unphotogenic Teeth 

A common problem posed for 
the film dentist is the unphoto- 
genic, irregular anterior teeth of 
screen stars. This is remedied 
by the rather well-known plastic 
veneer method. A hydrocolloid im- 
pression is taken and a stone model 
made. With white wax the mouth 
is “restored” to esthetic standards 
and the case is processed in ac- 
rylic. The veneer is worn with a 


denture adhesive, preferably a 


white one so as not to discolor the 
plastic. When not worn, it is kept 
in water. When the star goes on 
location several spare cases are 
sent along (Figure 2). 

Doctor Christensen is regularly 
called in by William Tuttle, head 
of MGM’S make-up department, to 
solve dental problems peculiar to 
the movie industry. 

In the film TEAHOUSE OF 
THE Aucust Moon, for ex- 
ample, all the Army personnel are 
played by Caucasians and _ all 
the Okinawans by Asians, except 
Marlon Brando. In the tests, it was

felt that something was lacking 
and it was decided that the difh- 
culty was in Brando’s teeth. Doc- 
tor Christensen asked an artist of 
Japanese ancestry working on the 
lot if he could take a set of models 
of his teeth. The artist agreed and 
a set of veneers was made based 
on his teeth. The upper centrals 
were made flatter and wider and 
were turned out at the distal. The 


laterals, cuspids, and _bicuspids 
were brought forward labially. A 
veneer was placed to make the 
lower lip more prominent.

Here is a model of a motion picture star’s teeth with irregular and unpho- 
togenic upper front teeth, A case is waxed to the pencilled outline and the 
veneer shown in the center is applied (Figure 2). 
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in the name of historical ac- 
curacy. The man whose part he 
played, Paul Gaugin, (Van Gogh’s 
friend) was supposed to have had 
a prominent lower lip. 

In the movie industry everyone 
is glamour-conscious: not only the 
performers, but also the stenog- 
raphers and the janitors. The 
emphasis is on cosmetics. This is 
understandable in the performers, 
and Doctor Christensen has de- 
vised many variations from the 
standard to solve these peculiar 
problems. 

For example, for singers who 
show their back teeth while vocal- 
izing close to the camera, he uses 
a regulation inlay with about one- 
half of the occlusal gold removed 
and covered with a tooth-color ma- 
terial. The margins of the cavity 
preparation are actually covered 
by a thin edge of gold which levels 
back into the body of the inlay. 
Naturally, more of the mesial 
marginal ridge is covered by 
tooth-color material than the distal. 

Doctor Christensen approaches 
his bridgework similarly, combin- 
ing sound construction principles 
with cosmetic factors. His results, 
he contends, stand up excellently 
under any masticatory _ stress.

Christensen whether the dentist. 
the make-up man, or the prop man 
had jurisdiction over this. 

He said he did not know, but 
related an incident in which a 
trained chipanzee developed an ab- 
scess after an accident in an animal 
act. The chip allowed himself to 
be x-rayed while sitting in his 
trainer's lap and took the procaine 
and the extraction as long as the 
trainer held his hand. The mon- 
key realized that something was 
different under the local anes- 
thetic and kept snapping his 
numbed lip with his fingers. 

The old saying can be slightly 
altered to read: There is no busi- 
ness like monkey business. 

For, when Ralph Venning wrote 
in 1650 “All the beauty of the 
world, ‘tis but skin deep,” he might 
have had in mind the skin of our 
teeth.

The Assistant 


My Husband Married 


Even if not professionally trained, a wife can help her husband's 


practice in many ways. 


BY A DENTIST'S WIFE 
as told to M. A. Patrick 


FRED and I married while he was 
still in school so I have been “in 
dentistry” since the first day he 
opened his office in a_ rented 
suburban home. Looking back, or 
rather, looking out, it has been 
more of a fish-bowl type of life 
than I had imagined, yet I thrilled 
to every minute of it because of 
a belief that is perhaps shared by 
the wives of many other dentists. 
I feel that my cooperation, and 
the way I handled the role of lay- 
man in a professional atmosphere, 
have aided in building my hus- 
band’s practice. 

During the early days I served 
as receptionist, office assistant and, 
for economy reasons, kept the re- 
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ception and operating room pre- 
sentable, even though at the same 
time I fear I strained the house- 
hold budget in my efforts to dress 
smartly. This, I thought, would 
create the impression that Fred’s 
practice was prospering faster than 
was actually the case. Now that 
his appointment schedule is really 
crowded I find it desirable to re- 
verse this make-believe and keep 
my clothing tastes on the conserv- 
ative side, lest our neighbors get 
the idea that fees they pay my hus- 
band are keeping us in unneces- 
sary luxury. 

[ recall a similar contrast when 
the telephone rings today with 
pleasantly annoying frequency in 
Fred’s office, now located in our 
own home. When one of his pa- 
tients was in the chair in those 
early days I clearly remember toy- 
ing with the idea of slipping out 
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of the house to call my husband 
for an “appointment” so as to im- 
press this patient. Fortunately | 
resisted the temptation, and even 
kept the idea a secret until one 
evening the wife of a physician 
acknowledged she had also enter- 
tained that same idea. We still 
joke about it when we meet. 

A plan I have carried out, how- 
ever, concerns our social activities. 
For some years I have carefully 
spaced out our comings and goings 
so as not to draw too heavily on 
Fred’s physical reserve, and this 
scheduling is purposely designed 
so as not to conflict with meetings 
of the local dental association. To 
my unprofessional way of thinking 
these meetings are a “must” for 
my husband, not only because they 
keep him alert to dental advance- 
ments, but they provide him with 
essential mental relaxation in the 
company of men who have mutual 
interests. The confining walls of 
an operating room will stifle a man 
who does not separate himself from 
them periodically. 

Probably it would add to the 
romance of a disclosure such as 
this if it could be claimed that 
Fred and | worked as a team. But 
we do not. First of all, my lack 
of any specialized training even 
remotely associated with dentistry 
precluded such a possibility, and 
after all each dentist in pri- 
vate practice stands or falls pri- 
marily because of his own personal 
and professional qualifications. His 
wife’s help is of greatest value 
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when contributed quietly, and per- 
haps without her dentist-husband 
being too conscious of her con- 
tributions. 

For instance, on those occasions 
when Fred is away for a meeting 
or convention, I take advantage of 
the opportunity to contribute a 
“woman’s touch” to his reception 
room. Although I can use only 
my own husband as an example, 
it has been my experience that 
the more deeply a dentist becomes 
involved in his practice, the less 
likely he is to realize that patients 
are not just dental problems but 
observing human beings with nor- 
mal likes and dislikes. When they 
enter a dental office after an ab- 
sence of six months or more, they 
are favorably impressed by the ap- 
pearance brought about by a 
change in the arrangement of 
chairs and other furnishings. They 
are conscious that a fresh shade 
has replaced the worn one on the 
table lamp. These, and other easy 
and inexpensive demonstrations of 
good housekeeping, result in a 
more refreshingly comfortable at- 
mosphere that in turn contribute a 
degree of relaxation beneficial to 
both patient and dentist when in 
the operating room. 


Don’t ‘Pull Rank’’ 

In the community where Fred 
practices and where we live, my 
husband is one of three men who 
are identified as “Doctor” instead 
of “Mister.” As it has been with 
other dentists’ wives, this could 
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have been a problem if the wife 
of a veteran dentist had not ad- 
vised me years ago how to handle 
the situation. “Never,” she told 
me, “refer to your husband’s occu- 
pation in anything but a casual 
way. Then, you will avoid having 
neighbors think you are trying to 
‘advertise’ his practice or attempt- 
ing to ‘pull rank’ because of his 
professional calling.” This under- 
standing woman emphasized that 
a happily married woman is proud 
of her husband despite his occu- 
pation. “And don’t forget,” she 
pointed out, “it is the laymen on 
whom you must depend for 99 per 
cent of your income.” She 
offered me a rule regarding church, 
charity, and community contribu- 
tions. “Contribute generously,” she 
suggested, “in fact, if you can 
afford it give a little more than 
average, but never so much more 
as to make the sum you donate 
dwarf the gifts of others with 
whom you associate socially.” 
Because Fred’s office is located 
in our home, I take advantage of 
this opportunity to play a quiet 
part in directing his health habits. 
He is, you see, moving up to the 
high forties and approaching that 
cardiac age too many wives for- 
get, to their sorrow. While my 
dentist-husband has kept me in 
mind in planning his insurance 
program, I am more interested in 
him as a man and companion than 
in the money he might leave me. 


also 
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On this score some younger wives 
may wish to learn how I have im- 
posed myself on the health habits 
of my husband. On the matter of 
eating, for instance, I plan a 
leisurely breakfast that Fred and 
1 eat well in advance of his 
first appointment. For his noon 
meal, which is usually around one 
o’clock, I have eliminated the 
hurried sandwich and cup of coffee 
in favor of a light, warm lunch 
that I insist be stretched out to a 
minimum of three-quarters of an 
hour. As a result of my urging, 
Fred now and then makes a lunch- 
eon date with some dentist friend 
in the city to vary the routine of 
his day-after-day operations. Be- 
fore our evening meal Fred likes to 
change into some leisure clothes: 
then the four of us—that includes 
son and daughter—have a 
family reunion and talk over the 
activities of the day. Dentistry, in- 
cidentally, is not one of the sub- 
jects and are 
patients individually or collectively 
mentioned.

Now THAT dentists are covered by 
Social Security on a compulsory 
basis as of January 1, 1956, 
the following information was ob- 
tained from the Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, Social Security office, and 
has been checked by them for ac- 
curacy. 

Social Security Number: If you 
do not have a number, apply to 
your nearest Social Security ofhice 
for one, or your post office will 
supply an application blank which 
may be mailed to the nearest Social 
Security office. 

Payments :-Tax payments should 
be made on or before April 15, 
1957, on net earnings for 1950. Fill 
out schedule “C” and attach it to 
your regular income tax report. 

Amount of Payment: lf net earn- 
ings are $4,200 or over, $4,200 


being the maximum amount on

which payment is permitted, the tax 
for 1956 will be 3 per cent of this 
amount or $126. 

If net earnings are less than 
$4,200, figure 3 per cent of the 
lesser amount. 

The tax for the years 1957-58 
and 59 will be 3-%4 per cent. 
Based on the maximum earnings 
of $4,200, the amount will be 
$141.75 per year. After 1959 the 
tax will be slightly higher. 

Those nearing retirement age: 
If a dentist reaches the retirement 
age of 65 on or before the end of 
1957, he will need two years for 
full coverage: thus, if payments 
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are made on net earnings of $4,200 
for 1956 and 1957, he would be 
fully covered. 

Those who are now age 65 or 
older: If payment is made on net 
earnings of $4,200 for 1956, and 
payment is made on $4,200 earned 
in 1957, the dentist would be fully 
covered. He need not work the en- 
tire year of 1957. As soon as he has 
paid his tax on net earnings of 
$4,200 in 1957 he will be fully in- 
sured and entitled to benefits be- 
ginning as early as April 1957. 
Inquire at your local Social Se- 
curity office for details as to paying 
the tax early in 1957, if you decide 
to retire early in the year. 


Women Dentists: Under the 
amended Social Security law, 


women workers may retire at age 
62 and receive benefits, however, 
they (with exception of widows 
and dependent parents) do not re- 
ceive as much as they would receive 
at age 65: for instance, a woman 
dentist retiring at age 62, provided 
she is fully covered and has been 
paying on the maximum earnings 
of $4,200 per year, would receive 
$860.80 per month for life. If she 
retires at age 65, under the condi- 
tions as stated here. she would re- 
ceive $108.50 per month. If she 
retires at 63 or 64, the payments 
will be correspondingly higher than 
$86.80. Once a woman has retired 
at an age under 65 the decision is 
irrevocable. 


Disability Clause: (Assuming 


that the dentist is not only fully 
covered but has made credits for 
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five of the ten years before dis- 
ability and has made payments on 
the maximum annual earnings of 
$4,200 per year) he may receive 
full benefits of $108.50 per month 
beginning at age 50. 

If he is totally disabled before 
age 50, by notifying the Social Se- 
curity ofhice and having his account 
frozen, without additional pay- 
ments, at age 50 he may receive full 
benefits. A six months waiting 
period is necessary after disability 
before receiving benefits. The first 
payments under the new law begin 
on July 1, 1957. 

Benefits received by a Dentist 
and wife (based on maximum an- 
nual earnings of $4,200 per year) : 

Dentist age 65 - $108.50 per 
month 

Wife age 65 - $54.30 per month 

If a wife desires to begin receiv- 
ing benefits at age 62, she will 
receive $40.80 per month. A cor- 
respondingly larger amount will be 
received at age 63 or 64. Many 
women may desire to wait until 
65 for the larger amount. 

Once the decision is made it is 
irrevocable unless a woman’s hus- 
band dies, and then she would get 
her full widow’s benefit. 

The wife (who personally is not 
covered by Social Security) cannot 
begin receiving benefits until the 
husband is 65. 

Widows—without children un- 
der 18, or disabled children (based 
on maximum annual earnings of 
$4,200 per year): A widow re- 
ceives full benefits at age 62, which

is $255.00 cash and $81.40 per 
month. If less than age 62, she will 
vet the lump sum of $255 at time 
of death of husband and _ then 
qualify for monthly benefits when 
she reaches age 62. 

Even if the widow has been 
drawing reduced benefits as a wife, 
she may receive full benefits as a 
widow. 

W idows—with children under 18 
or disabled children: A widow at 
any age under this category re- 
ceives $255 in cash, and $162.80 
per month for herself and one 
child, or $200 (the maximum) per 
month for herself and two chil- 
dren under 18 years of age. 

Under the amended OASI, dis- 
abled children over 18 and the 
widow will continue to receive 
benefits. 

Mother of a Deceased Dentist: 
Provided the mother was a depend- 
ent and the deceased dentist has 
no wife, children or other de- 
pendents, the mother may receive 
$81.40 per month at age 62. 

Orphan Children: The first child 
under 18 will receive $81.40 per 
month, then $54.30 per month for 
each additional child up to the 
maximum of $200 per month. 

Disabled children will continue 
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to receive benefits after age 18. 

Income after the Dentist Retires: 
He may receive up to $1,200 per 
year by being gainfully employed 
and receive full benefits. 

Any amount may be received 
from dividends on stocks, interest 
and rents, without affecting Social 
Security payments. 

Net Income of less than $4,200: 
The benfits that may be received 
are based on the maximum net in- 
come of $4,200. If tax payment on 
a lesser amount is made, the bene- 
fits received will be correspond- 
ingly lower. 

After age 72 he may earn any 
amount from gainful employment 
and receive Social Security pay- 
ments. 

How to Prove Claims: (Your 
wage credits are on record) 

For retiring worker—proof of 
age. 

For widow—proof of her age 
and marriage (if eligible children 
survive—proof of their ages). 

For wife—proof of age. 

For disabled child—proof of 
age, parentage, extent and duration 
of disability. 

For other information please 
consult your local Social Security 


office.

\ 3l-YEAR old woman, who was 
born in southern Italy, states that 
during the past few months spaces 
seem to be more noticeable between 
her upper front teeth. Occasionally 
food fibers of orange, celery, and 
meat become packed between the 
cuspids and first bicuspids. The 
color, size, and shape of the teeth 
harmonize well with the skin shade 
and arch forms. The occlusion is 
good, although the maxillary an- 
terior teeth are slightly “fanned 
out.” There is no temporoman- 
dibular joint disturbance. There 
has never been any consultation 
with or treatment by a dentist,

neither has the patient had any 
occasion to visit a physician. When 
she entered this country some ten 
years ago, the immigration medi- 
cal officer complimented her on her 
beautiful teeth. There is no indica- 
tion of dental caries. Most of the 
teeth evidence a moderate amount 
of mobility. 

There is a theory that people 
who originate in the Mediterran- 
ean area are prone to periodontal 
disease and are comparatively free 
of dental caries. The gingivae show 
some marginal inflammation, prob- 
ably due to the subgingival cal- 
culus deposits that can be felt with 
an instrument. This patient’s diet 
includes few detergent foods and 
an excessive amount of starches, 
but she uses no sugar, because a 
brother died of diabetes some years 
before. The roentgenograms show 
a generalized “horizontal” resorp- 
tion of the alveolar crests and a 
widening of all the periodontal 
membrane spaces. There is evi- 
dence of calculus on many of the 
teeth. The most alarming roentgen- 
ographic features are the total ab- 
sence of alveolar lamina dura and 
the irregularity of the bone trabe- 
culations. 
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Although the patient is not aware 
of it, there is a possibility that she 
clenches her teeth during sleep, 
rolling her mandible slightly from 
side to side at the same time, with- 
out disengaging the interdigitated 
cusps, which upon examination 
show litile evidence of wear con- 
sidering the patient’s age. Tension 
could be responsible for the clench- 
ing of the teeth as well as for the 
pressure of the tip of the tongue 
against the maxillary anterior 
teeth, causing them to fan out. The 
patient's genetic origin and the 
expression of apprehension in her 
face could explain the emotional 
status. The question now is—do 
the local factors, the strain of the 
clenching and the pressure of the 
tongue, cause the resorption of the 
bone, or has the bone deteriorated 
as part of a generalized systemic 
disease? Speculation may be no 
more profitable than trying to de- 
cide whether the chicken came be- 
fore the egg or vice versa. 


Additional Diagnostic Aid 

To determine whether a systemic 
condition is involved, the patient 
was referred to the medical de- 
partment to investigate the possi- 
bility of a faulty protein metabol- 
ism. During the blood and urine 
examinations a persistent albumi- 
nuria was disclosed. The patient 
was advised to follow the physi- 
cian’s recommendations until he 
referred her back to the dental de- 
partment. At this writing the pa- 
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tient is still under medical treat- 
ment for a kidney disease. 


Discussion 

Bone is 30 per cent organic and 
the organic material is mostly pro- 
tein. Protein, unlike fat, does not 
store well in the body; consequent- 
ly, when protein metabolism is 
faulty and the patient’s reparative 
power is poor, the protein that the 
body needs constantly to maintain 
its equilibrium is taken from the 
living tissues, and the first area 
which is called upon to sacrifice 
its protein is the dental alveolar 
bone. Accordingly the lamina dura, 
which is the cortical lining of the 
alveolus, and the trabeculations, 
which enclose the marrow spaces, 
begin to fail and the debris is car- 
ried away by the blood stream. As 
a result, the roentgenograms show 
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a widening of the periodontal 
membrane space and the bone im- 
ages lose their opacity. 

If the patient responds to medi- 
cal treatment, it is not unreason- 
able to expect that the images of 
new lamina dura and bone trabe- 
culations will be seen in later intra- 
oral roentgenograms. The claim 
that alveolar crest can be rebuilt 
in height is pure fable. With proper 
periodontal treatment, medical and 
mechanical (and, perhaps, psycho- 
logic), it may be possible to retain 
the patient’s teeth. If the roentgen- 
ographic images indicate further 
resorption of bone, it is more than 
likely that the teeth will have to be 
extracted and the prognosis for 
complete dentures will not be good.

DENTISTRY: LOW NUMBER ON RESEARCH GRANTS 
THE Public Health Service has awarded 3967 research grants totaling 
$48,879,678 from fiscal year 1957 funds appropriated to the National 
Institutes of Health, Bethesda, Maryland. The grants, which will aid re- 
search in medical schools, universities, hospitals, and other non-Federal 
institutions throughout the country, were distributed as shown here. The 
first amount given is for new grants and the second is for continuations: 
the figures in parentheses indicate the number of grants in each group. 
(I) Allergy and Infectious Disease, $2,569,801 (237); $3,721,027 
(340): (II) Arthritis and Metabolic Diseases, $2,086,304 (224) ;

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Dontist

Most oF the ideas for my dental 
articles come from dentists. Hence 
you can readily understand why | 
take every opportunity to meet and 
associate with members of the den- 
tal profession. I visited a friend 
who has his practice in the neigh- 
borhood. He had a grin on his face. 

“I’m going to have a surprise 
for you this coming Saturday eve- 
ning. You can meet the ‘perfectly 
contented dentist’ and interview 
him.” 

“The contented dentist does not 
exist,” I snapped back. “But I am 
willing to listen to wnat he has to 
say anyway. I have bought a tape 
recorder. Do me a favor. Call him 
up and ask him if he would mind 
if I set it up and taped his words. 
Then I can play back the recording 
and we can make any necessary 
changes. With tape I am certain 
of at least one thing. He cannot 
deny he said it.” 

Doctor William Roberts was 
willing to let me use the recorder. 
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Dentist tells own story of how 
he planned his life and per- 


sisted in his aims. 


So on that Saturday evening we 
were introduced. | set up the re- 
corder on the desk in my friend’s 
office. Suppose I give you the re- 
cording and make the comments 
later. 

“When a dentist leaves dental 
school and starts to look around 
for a place to open his first office, 
he has some kind of an ideal, some 
type of plan in his mind, and some 
course of action he wants to follow. 
I wanted to locate in a suburban 
community that afforded me a 
variety of recreational possibilities. 
The group of people that I wanted 
to attract could best be classified 
as the middle income group. I 
set as a working goal an annual 
income of between ten and twelve 
thousand dollars a year. On this 
amount, I figured I could be mar- 
ried and support two children. I 
wanted sufficient time to do a lot 
of things, which meant I had to 
have Sunday and Friday free each 
week; no night practice; two nights 
free a week: and two two-week 
vacation periods, one in the sum- 
mer and one in the winter. 

“It is important to understand 
the goal that I set as a young den- 
tist. No crowded schedule; no rush 
work; no killing hours; and no 
tired feeing. I have rarely earned 
more than the amount set forth 
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in my original plan. Whether one 
would consider this good or not, 
I do not know; neither do I care. 
The fact is that my wife and | 
have had to budget carefully over 
the years to make my earnings cov- 
er all our needs. Of one thing I am 
convinced. You can earn a lot of 
money and spend more than you 
earn. The human capacity to spend 
can easily outstrip the capacity to 
earn. 

“I shifted my office and location 
four times. Neighborhoods change 
rapidly now. I have heard much 
about the stability of areas in the 
past. How much of this was fact, 
and how much was wishful think- 
ing, is something I am unable to 
determine. Nor does it make much 
difference. We are living in a time 
of road building. Highways and 
toll roads have shifted neighbor- 
hoods. People do not buy homes 
for a lifetime. One may change a 
home with as little consideration 
as one buys a new car. 

“When I became conscious that 
the neighborhood was changing 
and, with it, part of my practice 
was shifting, I had a lot of think- 
ing to do. | must have patients who 
have money available for good den- 
tal care. They should also be in- 
telligent so that I can discuss dental 
needs with them. A dentist wants 
some kind of community of thought 
and of relationship with the people 
who come into his office. This is 
neither snobbish nor in any man- 
ner being undemocratic. Knowing 
my own personality I wanted 
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people who did not clash with me. 
There are people who would have 
made me unhappy. This I avoided 
by concentrating upon the neigh- 
borhood I considered desirable. 

“Maybe there are dentists who 
can handle all kinds of people and 
mingle at all levels of society. This 
I have been unable to do. I am 
content because my clientele is ex- 
actly as I wanted it to be. Make 
no mistake about the matter. It 
has required a certain amount of 
what best can be described as ‘pa- 
tient education.’ But this is only 
possible with people who have an 
intelligent background and a good 
educational level. 

“There is nothing mysterious 
about my philosophy and applica- 
tion of ‘patient education.’ Basic 
is the concept that dental care is 
a continuous process. The concept 
of finishing up a patient and dis- 
charging him may sound all right 
in aclinic or ina physician’s office, 
but it has had no place in my den- 
tal practice. There are periodic 
visits for the purpose of checking 
up on teeth, gingivae and making 
necessary diagnostic tests. The de- 
sire for a “good set of teeth,” 
hence, is not negative but positive 
and requires a constant dentist- 
patient relationship. 

“My patients have the choice of 
either paying at the start or during 
each visit to me. The idea of pay- 
ing when finished is taboo. So far 
as I am concerned, it is the best 
way to ruin a practice, turn your 
patients into enemies, and get into 
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debt. Now and then when a person 
does suggest that way of paying, 
I look horrified and the matter is 
dropped at once. 


Likes Organizations 

“Living in a surburban town, 
I have found, necessitates joining 
a variety of organizations. | keep 
them within the limits of my 
pocketbook and taste. I learned one 
lesson from my father who had 
been the president and executive 
ofhcer of several . organizations: 
The best way to lose friends, make 
enemies, and get high blood pres- 
sure is to become involved in those 
intra-organizational fights that are 
often meaningless and contribute 
nothing to progress. Hence I have 
consistently refused to run for any 
kind of office. This has led people to 
believe I am a modest man. Shows 
you how easily something can affect 
a dentist’s reputation! 

“I think, as a politically-minded 
professional man, I can distinguish 
the important from the unimpor- 
tant. When the occasion arises, | 
take my stand on important mat- 
ters that will affect our community 
and our country. 

“T set aside time for reading and 
that includes professional dental 
publications. I want to keep abreast 
of what is new in methods, tech- 
niques, and discoveries. My attiude 
is simply that dentistry is not a 
closed field but an ever-expanding 
one, and that I will always have 
much more to learn. 

“Some of my friends call me 
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the ‘gadget dentist’ and this is 
done with humor and perhaps a 
touch of envy. I believe that any 
apparatus or device that will save 
me energy and time is, in the long 
run, well worth the money ex- 
pended for it. | guess manufactur- 
ers will love me for this statement. 
But it is true that a dentist can 
waste too much time and energy 
unless he is efficient. This basic 
concept holds true also for other 
professional men and __ business 
people. The proof is that at the 
end of my day I do not feel tired 
and exhausted. When you get the 
desire to throw yourself down on 
the bed, then something is wrong 
with your dental organization. | 
have a morning break and after- 
noon break on all of my appoint- 
ments. To go continuously from 
one patient to another is a guar- 
anteed way of irritating the nerves. 
And the patient reaction is notice- 
able. The man, woman, or child 
in the chair can sense when you 
are irritated, rushed, and annoyed, 
or when you have that easy man- 
ner, never seem in a hurry, and 
yet get everything done as _ it 
should be. 

“Each year I put away an amount 
for investments to take care of my 
family in case of death, and should 
I survive, then to help me enjoy 
myself without feeling pinched. But 
my concept of retirement may 
differ from that of others. For 
actually I want to do what I do 
now—and do it always. I enjoy my 
kind of practice with its leisure 
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time. So I plan to continue until 
forced to retire by physical dis- 
ability or death. 

“I get periodic physical check- 
ups and do my best to keep in 
good health. It does not make 
sense to me when I see a colleague 
who works on a _ killing full 
schedule take off six months to 
recuperate. Not this kind of prac- 
tice for me! 

“IT am a happy and contented 
dentist. | hope that my older son 
will some day also become a mem- 
ber of the dental profession. And 
| shall do my best to see that he fol- 
lows in my footsteps.” 

Accepting what Doctor Roberts 
has said, that he is a contented 
dentist, you may question much 
of his plan. Perhaps you envy him. 
I grant that a young dental grad- 
uate, age 23 or 24, does have some 
kind of plan in his mind as to his 
future. Jump twenty years into the 
future. The man of 45 is surely 
different from the young fellow of 
25. There is the element of ma- 
turity plus experience that must 
be taken into consideration. The 
goal that seemed “perfection” at 
25 might be totally unsatisfactory 
twenty years later. 

I do like the idea of trying 
to work out a leisurely type of 
life. Much more attention is being 
given to this kind of living in 
place of the old idea of taking a 
“vacation” during the summer. 
Alas, for most people, including 
dentists, that summer vacation 
somehow ends in fatigue, the need 
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for more rest, and a desire for 
some kind of a change. I think 
Doctor Roberts has a sound pat- 
tern of life—provided one can 
stick to it. 

Whether the average dentist can 
set a financial goal and be satisfied 
with it, once he has attained it, 
is open to doubt. We all want to 
make more money. There are in- 
creasingly pressing demands in 
life for more and more income. 

It is wonderful to be “choosy” 
about your clientele. Good credit 
to you if it can be done. Somehow 
I have a feeling that the avoidance 
of certain groups of people is 
fundamentally an introverted fear 
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complex of being unable to handle 
them. 

We need more and more sound 
“patient education” on the func- 
tions of dentistry as a continuing 
service. This is good and it is 
something that will grow. As for 
the other things that Doctor Rob- 
erts does, I guess they must be 
taken into consideration as part 
of his personality. Perhaps it would 
be a good thing if you could sit 
down and make a similar analysis 
of yourself and your practice. See 
whether you are a discontented 
or contented dentist.

THERE Is a noticeable trend among 
architects these days, in designing 
assembly rooms, to make them 
rectangular. This is to provide 
more space for the Head Table. It 
is a significant fact that etchings 
found on the walls of caves of 
ancient man portray the Head Man 
seated behind the largest stone with 
the lessor cave people deployed 
around him. These records depict 
the forerunner of our present day 
Head Table. 

With the advance of the rights 
of the individual, the size of the 
toastmaster’s gavel has been re- 
duced from a three-foot knotted 
club to a dainty little hammer.

Some Typical Characters 


At almost every banquet, at some 
time during the course of the meal, 
one of those “Message to Garcia” 
fellows appears. He wends his way 
among the tables, glancing from 
side to side as if he expects to be 
ambushed. Arriving at the Head 
Table, he slithers behind the 
distinguished guests and _ finally 
reaches the president. He bends for- 
ward and whispers into the presi- 
dent’s ear. Everyone has stopped 
eating and talking and a hush of 
expectation hovers over the whole 
assembly. The president, sensing 
the drama of the situation, rises 
slowly and raps with the gavel for 
attention. This is entirely unneces- 
sary as the silence is complete. Now 
this message may be of great im- 
portance, but the chances are it is 
some matter of neglect by one of 
the members, such as: the presi- 
dent inquires if Doctor Jones is in 
the hall. Doctor Jones arises and 
is requested to go immediately to 
the center door where his wife is 
unable to get into the banquet hall 
as he has her ticket. There is a 
noticeable air of relief among the 
assembly as they eagerly turn to 
watch Doctor Jones escort his wife 
into the hall. 

The banquet proceeds until such 
time as the president feels that the 
program can be started without in- 
terruption. Calling for attention 
with the vigorous use of the gavel, 


> 
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the president opens the ceremonies 
with a few choice remarks. These 
include comments on the unusual 
charm and beauty of the women 
and the personal concern of the 
president that everyone have a 
good time. 

First in the order of business is 
the introduction of the distin- 
guished guests. The president re- 
quests that the members refrain 
from applause until such time as 
all the guests have been introduced. 
It is the custom to start with the 
visiting essayists and their wives. 
Usually the president confines these 
introductions to a mere announce- 
ment: “Doctor Smith—essayist on 
our program.” To say more would 
be dangerous. Should he elaborate 
a shade more on the qualifications 
of Doctor Smith, from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, than over Doctor 
Jones, from the University of Mich- 
igan, the Society would never get 
another man from Michigan. The 
assembly maintains a_ dignified 
silence, and all is well, until he 
reaches the chairman of the local 
arrangements committee, or some 
other state official. Then the “TIl- 
luminated Boys” jump to their 
feet and shout, “Let’s give old Bill 
a hand.” In order to get them 
down, everyone else stands, This 
continues for the rest of the intro- 
ductions whenever local boys are 
mentioned. 


The “Greetings’”’ Experts 


Often among the distinguished 
guests is the President of the Amer- 
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ican Dental Association or some 
other ADA offical. It is the function 
of these men to bring greetings and 
to assure each dentist personally 
that the sole purpose of any ADA 
official is to carry out his every 
wish. This they do in a delightful 
and convincing fashion. 

Then there is the district trustee. 
He also brings greetings. These 
greetings are no doubt added to the 
greetings brought by the mayor of 
town at the opening session. The 
plugs for the local stores are de- 
leted from the mayor’s greetings 
and all are filed—nobody knows 
where. 

The introduction of The Beloved 
Secretary is perhaps the most ac- 
claimed event of the ceremony. A 
Beloved Secretary is just as essen- 
tial to the character and tradition 
of a Society as ivy on the walls of 
an ancient university. The presi- 
dent really lets himself go in 
paying tribute to The Beloved Sec- 
retary. This abandon on the part 
of the president is not lost on the 
“Tlluminated Boys.” They have 
suffered in the chilled atmosphere 
at their own table, and have only 
been able to survive by frequent 
little forays to nearby tables. This 
encouragement from the president 
brings out the best in them, which 
may include turning over the coffee 
cup of the WCTU member. 

The Beloved Secretary is so 
elated over the demonstration that 
he decides to accept the office for 
another year. Of course, at no 
salary, as is customary in many 
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societies. His decision is antici- 
pated by the president and so an. 
nounced. This decision, on a no- 
salary basis, will probably mean 
that there will be no increase in 
the dues of the society, which adds 
greatly to the festivity of the oc- 
casion. 

The president has now come to 
the introduction of his wife. This 
event has many possibilities. He 
can merely present her. He can 
give credit to her for all he has 
been, is now, or ever will be, or 
if he is inclined to exercise his 
talent for humor, he can use her 
as a foil. This may take the form 
of disparaging illusions to her in- 
telligence, clothes, or anatomy. 
There really should be a toast- 
master’s clause in the marriage 
ceremony. One of these days some 
woman is going to sue her toast- 
master husband for divorce and 
alimony on the grounds that he 
likened her figure to a sack of meal 
with a drawstring around the cen- 
ter before several thousand people. 
and she will, no doubt, win her 
case. 


Speech, Speech! 

During the whole process of 
introductions, the president has 
playfully omitted one of the dis- 
tinguished guests. This apparent 
oversight is now recognized and 
he apologetically introduces the 
speaker of the evening. After-din- 
ner speakers may come from many 
fields of endeavor. However, a 
large percentage of dental banquet 
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speakers come from the clergy— 
priest, rabbi, or minister. There 
are two essentials for a speech for 
these occasions. The speech must 
carry a message and a laugh, and 
the speaker knows that his sense 
of proportion and timing must be 
finely balanced. Therefore, if he 
is of the clergy, his delivery usu- 
ally develops along those lines. 
One minute, he lifts his audience 
to a cloud of ethical and spiritual 
awareness. For a more acute stim- 
ulation of their emotions, he may 
dangle them briefly over the brink 
of hell. The next minute, he relents 
and delights them with some varia- 
tion of the traveling salesman and 
the farmer’s daughter jokes. This 
vacillation between the sublime 
and the ridiculous by the speaker 
upsets the emotions of the “Illumi- 
nated Boys.” They are torn be- 
tween a desire to run to the Head 
Table and beg to be saved or to 
run back up to the room and take 
another drink. 

In addressing a dental audience, 
the speaker usually feels that a joke 
of dental origin is fitting and in 
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order. It is a fifty-fifty chance that 
the joke will be—‘“A dentist was 
working for a mountaineer. The 
dentist using his air syringe asks, 
“Does that air hurt?” The moun- 
taineer replies, “That air what?” 
If the speaker has been good up to 
this point, there is a sympathetic 
response from the audience. The 
president, not being certain of the 
response, does not wait but nearly 
throws himself out of his chair 
laughing. 

All good things must come to an 
end and so with the banquet! The 
president thanks the speaker ap- 
propriately and closes the meeting 
with an announcement of the time 
for the dance. 

If you are cynical and are 
prejudiced against banquets, Head 
Tables and such, you would do well 
to change your attitude, for sc 
long as people meet to break bread 


in friendly association, there will 
always be a Head Table.

THE DENTIST AND THE LABORATORY 
NEED EACH OTHER 


THERE is a rising feeling of tension between the dental profession and 
the dental laboratory industry. This is not good. The profession insists 
that laboratory technicians are ancillary workers and that standards of 
training and performance should be determined by the dental profession. 
Although the laboratory industry should recognize that it is not inde- 
pendent from the dentist, the feeling is held within the industry that it 
should have the right to set its own standards for accreditation or cer- 
tification. This has been hotly debated. 

The controversy came to a burning head when the Federal Trade 
Commission set up “Rules” that might be misinterpreted to mean that 
the design of dental appliances was a function of the laboratory. The 
position of the profession is that the dental laboratory is to follow the 
instructions, prescriptions, directions of a dentist, to create a dental 
appliance of the design and kind specified by the prescribing dentist. 

Any “Rules” of a governmental agency that might be misconstrued 
to mean that the dental laboratory was independent from the dental 
profession and therefore capable of performing dental services directly 
for the public must be amended, revised, or revoked. No precedent 
should be established, particularly under the aegis of the Federal Govern- 
ment, which might give any kind of approval to a two-level system of 
dental care wherein a laboratory might serve the public directly. 

The position of the dental profession on the status of the dental labor- 
atory has been clearly stated by the House of Delegates of the American 
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Dental Association: “Dental laboratory technology is a craft, which 
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operates as an adjunct to the dental profession and is not an independent 
industry.” 

Within the industry there are many well-managed, ethical, and highly 
efficient laboratories that serve the dental profession well. There is no 
gainsaying that some of the technicians employed in these ethical labor- 
atories are superior craftsmen and perform a service for the dentist that 
he could not perform himself. It may be deflating to the ego of some 
dentists to admit that the technicians are more skillful in some phases 
of prosthetic dentistry, but the fact is eloquent. If these ethical labora- 
tories were allowed to disintegrate it would be a severe blow to the pro- 
fession and to the public. 

It is a perfectly natural ambition for the owners and technicians in 
the ethical laboratories to wish to separate themselves from the stigma 
of the bootleg laboratories that are making direct appeal for patronage 
to the public. No decent laboratory operator likes to be placed in the 
same category with the bootlegger, the bushwhacker, and the other 
illegal breeds of opportunists. The good and ethical laboratory men 
have their pride, and any action taken by the dental profession that is 
offensive to that self-respect is harmful to all concerned. 

The ethical laboratories should be encouraged by the profession to 
raise standards that will lead toward professional status for qualified 
technicians. Whether such elevation will come through certification or 
accreditation is a matter that should be debated calmly by representatives 
of the profession and the industry. It should not be “settled” in an 
emotional mass meeting. 

The ethical members of the dental profession and the ethical members 
of the laboratory industry must unite to make war against the unethical 


dentists who work with the bootleg laboratories: these are. the common

Doe- 
tor Ferdinand Egon Wehinger, whose 
hobby is physics and chemistry. has in- 
vented an apparatus that may be the 
answer to the elimination of exhaust 
fumes from all kinds of vehicles. Ex- 
periments have convinced him that his 
invention can entirely eliminate’ the 
harmful black soot. 

“The best thing about this machine 
is that it will be cheap to produce,” 
he said. “It will fit on cars, busses, or 
trucks, and will cost about 800 cruzeiros 
(about $10).”

The 37- 
year-old dentist, a skin diver for 18 
years and past president of Aqua Ven- 
tures, was “just paddling around” when 
he spotted the carp from a small boat.

inflamed Area Under Denture 

Q.—One of my patients for whom | 
constructed a full upper acrylic denture 
(which she wore for about six years) 
complains of inflamed tissue in the re- 
gion covered by the relief area. There 
is no pain or discomfort of any kind. 
The patient is merely apprehensive lest 
the condition may be aggravated and 
thus lead to serious complications. I 
have smoothed the surface of the relief 
chamber thoroughly. While the charac- 
teristic redness of the area involved im- 
proved some what, it did not disappear. 
The area in question is not soft or flaky 
and is not “sucked in” by the denture. 
Would the elimination of the relief area 
be advisable, or what do you suggest? 
—W. M. A., New -York. 

A.—I have corrected this con- 
dition in a number of cases by 
filling the relief area on the den- 
ture with hard wax, flaming it to 
secure a smooth surface, and hav- 
ing the patient wear the denture 
with the wax in place for several 
days or a few weeks. It is sur- 
prising how this puffy inflamed 
tissue will usually disappear under 
this treatment. Then the denture 
can be rebased, or a new one can 
be made without the air chamber 
relief. 

If the condition persists despite 
this treatment you may have a 
monilia fungus infection to com- 
bat. If so, prescribing Mycostatin®

Dark Areas on Lip Membranes 

().—I have a patient age 54 who about 
six months ago developed round dark 
spots, usually about 5 mm in size, on 
the lingual surface of the lower lip and 
buccal surfaces of the cheek. They are 
more prominent around the corners of 
the lip, and there are also some spots 
on the vermillion of the lower lip. 

The patient has stomach ulcers and a 
high acidity. She is taking Probantin® 
for the ulcers and some sedative.

fractured Crown 

().—A ten-year-old boy had a central 
incisor broken off in an accident. The 
pulp was exposed so I removed it. | 
suggested a partial denture to replace 
the tooth, but the parents want some 
other replacement made. The crown of 
the tooth is broken off close to the 
gingiva. 

Can the root canal be filled and a 
porcelain jacket placed at this age?— 
R. W. M., Ohio. 

A.—The solution of the problem 
of your ten-year-old boy who has 
fractured the crown of one of his 
central incisors even with the gin- 
gival line depends upon the devel- 
opment of the root. According to 
Orban* maxillary central incisor 
roots are fully developed at 10 
years of age. If this state of devel- 
opment obtains in your case it 
would be feasible to fill the root 
canal and then complete the oper- 
ation with some type of a pin por- 
celain crown.—G. R. WARNER. 


Gingival Irritation 

Q.—I have a patient, a woman about 
60 years old, who has a soft tissue irri- 
tation which extends from % to 1 inch 
above and below the gingivae. It is ex- 
tremely red, sensitive, and sometimes 
forms what appears to be water blisters, 
which break and discharge. I found she 
had begun to use a new dentrifice, and 
advised her to go back to the one she 
had been using. The condition appeared 
to improve for a while, but it is trouble- 
some again. I suspect this might be an 
allergy, as she now tells me it seems to

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hecome worse if she eats citrus fruits. 
I should appreciate any advice you 
could give me as to cause of the condi- 
tion or treatment.—F. M. H., Michigan. 
A.—The case you _ presented 
seems to be one in which allergy 
is the activating factor. In such a 
case it is wise to have allergy tests 
made, but even before having such 
tests made antihistamine treat- 
ment might clear up the condition 
temporarily.—G. R. WARNER. 


Salty Taste 

Q.—-I have a patient who complains 
that she has a salty taste in her mouth 
at all times. Her gingivae are healthy 
and she has no caries. She says it both- 
ers her more in the late afternoon than 
in the morning. Could you advise me 
what could cause a condition such as 
hers ?—-B. L., Connecticut. 

A.—A salty taste in the mouth 
is usually a temporary condition 
of no pathologic consequence, so 
if your patient can just disregard 
it, it will no doubt disappear in a 
few weeks or a few months at the 
most. She might use salt sparingly 
on her foods.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Fissured Tongue 

(.—I inserted an immediate upper 
denture about 9 months ago for a 
woman of 33. She has worn this denture 
since, and is now in need of a relining. 
However, a few weeks ago her tongue 
started to bother her. On examination 
I saw a red swollen fissured tongue. The 
patient complained of a burning sensa- 
tion. The palatal tissue under the den- 
ture appears normal, and no other tis- 
sues of the mouth seem affected. 

Her physician has treated her with 
Vitamin B injections for a week now, 
but no improvement has been evident. 
Removal of the denture at night seems 
to relieve the condition, -but after wear- 
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ing it for a whole day her tongue be- 
comes sensitive again. 

She appears to have an allergy to the 
dentures. Can you tell me if an allergy 
can develop as late as this, and what is 
a positive test for such an allergy. 

I should like to reline the upper and 
make a partial lower denture, but hesi- 
tate to go ahead until this tongue con- 
dition has been definitely diagnosed.— 
A. G. S., New York. 

A.—The inflamed fissured con- 
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dition of this patient’s tongue is 
probably due to acrylic allergy, 
but is more likely to be Hunter’s 
glossitis, an accompaniment of per- 
nicious anemia, due to riboflavin 
deficiency, or it could be the re- 
sult of monilia infection. If it 
proves to be the latter Mycostatin® 
is the best treatment that we know.

U.S. SUPREME COURT DISMISSES APPEAL 

OF CHICAGO LABORATORIES 
AN APPEAL by twenty-four Chicago dental laboratories to set aside a 
ruling prohibiting them from dealing directly with the public was reject- 
ed by the United States Supreme Court “for want of a substantial federal 
question.” The dental laboratories had appealed a decision of the Illinois 
Supreme Court, which unanimously upheld the constitutionality of an 
Illinois law prohibiting dental technicians from dealing directly with the 
public. 

It is expected that, as a result of this latest ruling, permanent injunc- 
tions will soon be issued ordering the laboratories to cease using adver- 
tisements directed at the public ‘or from performing any prosthetic 
services directly for the public.—American Dental Association News 
Letter.
